Foremost among the trees of beauty 
stand the “Cedars of Lebanon.” They 
also grow .in In@ia and Algeria, but 
their home/is confined to the Lebanons 
of northern Syria. 

In ancient times.the sides ofthe 
whole mountain were covered with 
them, but now they are found in only 
one small hollow on the northwestern 
slope. These are securely fenced in, 
but in spite of the great cere of the 
gardener, the 200 that now ~survive 


come extinct. 

These trees were loved by the Hebrew 
writers and their great strength and 
beauty stood out in contrast with the: 
shrubs of Palestine. 
thefr 
size and beauty is always spoken of as 
“the’ tall cedars,” “the cedars high and 
““whose height is Iike the 
“fair in his great- 
ness,” “his height exalted above all the 
trees of the field,” é@tc. All’ tHese ex- 


pressions mpegety indicate that to the 


Psalmist the cedars were a potent, 
a. grand and awful work of God. 
Mass Under Thick Branches. 

It Is said that the clergy of the 
Greek church still offer up mass un- 
der their branches, as though . they 
formed a natural temple, and that the 
Arabs call them the “trees of God.” 
This may now be an homage to the 
extreme antiquity of those which are 
left, but it may also be a continuation 
of the aneient feelings towards them 
which filled the hearts of the poets of 
Israel. 

The .tedars belongs to the conifers, 
most nearly resembling the larch, but 
ie distinguished .from H by .its ever- 
green leaves, @&hich do not fall off in 
winter, by the horizontal, roof-like 
spreading of its branches and by its 
superior size in’ every part. In height 
they easily reach 90 to 100 feet. 

In the midst of the large grove are 
two- eld giants which are about 1,500 
years old and whose circumference

measures 50 feet. 


In the character of its branches the 
cedar resembles an aged larch, but in 
some of its finest examples tts limbs 
rather recall the majestic oak. The 
wood is whitish and moderately soft

to the timber of the cypress. 
Used in Solomon’s Temple’ 

From the earliest time they have 
been used in Jewish architecture. 
They were so employed for Solomon's 
temple and a supply from the same 
source was obtained for the bullding 
of the second temple. They were 
used yet once again, probably for the 
last, in Constantine’s Church of the 
Nativity at Bethiehem. 

Although the best possible care is 
being taken of the cedars -and still 
they continue to decrease, it is to be 
hoped that in some way the whole face 
of the Lebanon will again spring up 
with new life and the “glory of Leba- 


non’ will again make glad the heart 
of the Jews as he rejuvenates the 
‘Land of Promise.’

aihis day and time. Many rode horse- 
back and more went a-foot than in 
any other one way. There were pre- 
‘eious few bridges then, and those a-foot 
had to either “coon” a log or wade the 
Streams. In crossing the streams the 
boys carried the girls over in their 
arms, where there were no logs to 
walk. The boys of these days may think 
that “toating’ the girls was just too 
‘@reat a hardship, but the boys’ then 
didn’t mind it, they never complained, 
and in some settlements it was 
claimed that the boys went along and 
tore away the foot logs just to be 
punished with the “taqating” of pretty 
girls.

Montgomery, .Aia., July 24.- -(Special.) 
Fur the secon! tim 
istration of Governor B. B. Comer, the 
Alabama legislature will assemble in 
extraordinay session, the time being set 
for next Tuesday, July 27. Provision 
for the better enforcement of the pro- 
hibition acts is the main idea of the 
assembly, .coupled with the fact that 
a great many laws have been annulled 
by poor records in the senate, which 
will be put back in full force and ef- 
fect. 

Three amendments are proposed to 
the congtitution, the most important 
of which is one for putting inhibfton 
of the sale and manufacture of liquors 
in the organic law. This is meeting 
with far and wide opposition. 

One looking to segsions of the legis- 
lature every two years and another to 
smaller area in new counties will 
have hawd sailing, though it is thought 
that the biennial sessions plan will pre- 
vail. 

The impression that the biennial ses- 
sion idea is a move in the interest of 
Governor Comer’s race for the United 
States senate will line up his enemies 
and his friends, one way and the other, 
it is thought. 

Centrol of Liquors. 

The well-known fact that the liquor 
laws, though held to Be good by the 
supreme court, have not been enforced 
in the larger cities, has led the gov- 
ernor, in his call for the extra session. 
to include the suggestion that adequate 
provision be made to break up clubs 
by amending the law by which they 
are given charter, to prevent storage 
by such inhibition as the law will 
allow. and to gecure destruction of 
liquors held for illegal sae by some 
arrangement for,declaring them con- 
traband. It is also proposed to lay a 
tax on those light liquors that may. be 


revenue.

DR. ELIOT’S “OLD-TIME RELIGION.”’ 


Essaying the dangerous role of prophet, Dr. Charles W. Eliot, president 
emeritus of Harvard University, has forecasted a new religion, which he 
thinks is destined to figure in the affairs of humanity. 

And after all, it is nothing more than the “old-time religion,” furbished 
up, stripped of some of its formalities and made a trifle stranger by the 
use of high-sounding terms afid definitions. 

Dr. Eliot believes the discipline of the new religion “will be the training 
in the development of cooperative good will.” If that does not spell Chris- 
tianity, as it is expounded in the underlying principles of a dozen denomina- 
tions, nothing else does. 

The new religion “will attack all forms of evil,” thinks Dr. Eliot. Is 
not that the special function of the old-time religion? It is impossible to 
indicate one offense against the moral law or the spiritual code which it 
condones or mitigates. Its strongest conquests, under whatever creed, have 
been in combating sin and vice and crime, and strengthening the wills of 
men and women in facing these temptations in the ordinary walks of life. 

“There will be no supernatural] element; it will place no reliance on 
anything but the laws of nature,” prophesies Dr. Eliot. Speaking from the 
standpoint of a broad and sane interpretation, there is nothing “supernat- 
ural” in the old-time religion. Faith and hope, and love and charity, these 
are its keynotes, and if anywhere in them sounds the morbid chime of the 
supernatural, it is not in evidence in the minds and hearts schooled in 
that adversity which has driven them to the “Rock of Ages,’ when the 
chilly “laws of nature” would lash them back into frigid and stoical cynicism. 

“God will be so imminent that no intermediary will be needed. Its 
priests will strive to improve social and industrial cond!tions. The new re- 
ligion will not attempt to reconcile people to present ills, but the promise 
of future compensation.” Dr. Eliot could not more faithfully have para- 
phrased the motives and principles of the Christianity of the centuries wad 
he set out on that express errand. 

Ask any of the truly religious men and women of Georgia if they have 
ever needed an “intermediary” between themselves und Omniscience, and 
the answer will come quickly enough. Clergymen in every sect have ever 
been mighty influences for purity in society-at-large, more justice as be- 
tween men and men, a finer and more equitable readjustment of the inequal- 
ities of our industrial and commercial systems. And while they are endeav- 
oring to instill a Christian philosophy in meeting the inevitaLle ills of life, 
the most emphatic note of these fighting Christians is the “promise of future 
compensation,” not alone in this, but in another world. 

So that we get back finally to the conclusion that what men need today 
is not a “new religion,” but a revivification of the old-time religion: an ex- 
emplificatiou af the matchless code of ethics laid down by the Nazarene, a 
creed that defies the touch of time and the test of tribulation, since it is 
founded upon those human attributes over which the on-creeping tides of 
history have no influence.

A Tartar City. 

“Mukden is emphactically a Manchu 
town. It makes one think of the Tar- 
tar section of Pekin, ‘except that it ts 
better laid out and its streets are 
smoother and cleaner. The city has 
two great walls about it. The outer 


one is of mud and is thirteen miles 
long.. The. inner is about four .miles| 
in tength. and it incloses a circle Of, 
houses. a mile or so wide, comprising | 


* The ifiner walls are of brick. eeey! 
are forty feet high. and so wide that 
two two-horse wagons could be driven 
abreast upon them. They run in an 
almost perfect circle around the fmter 
being entered by eight gates, 
each of which has walled inclosures 
about it; so that you wind in ang out 
@oing through. The Manchus do not 
believe in straight roads, for . they 
think that evil spirits may be lost or 
turned back by the windings. 

} The most important part of Mukden 
is the inner city. This contains the 
palaces of the Emperor of China, in 
which are stored fortunes in jewels 
and precious stones, wonderful carv- 
ings in silver and porcelain, worth 
their weight in gold. The palaces rise 
high above the rest of the city. They 
are great temple-Hke buildings, with 
curved roofs of the imperial yellow. 
Their. woodwork is painted in bright 
red and green, ang is wonderfully carv- 
ed. The roefs are of porcelain, and 
the yellow tiles‘shine like gold under 
che Sun. For months last.year the 
palaces were filled with wailing of- 
ficials, who went there day after day 
to weep for the Emperor and the old 
Empress Dowager. 

The New Government Buildings. 

Mukden is the seat of the Viceroy of 
Manchuria. The palaces of this man 
are larger than those of the emperor. 
They cover, I should say. a half dozen 
acres, and contain hundreds of offi- 
cials, in adidtion to the viceroy him- 
self. Tartar soldiers with guns’ in 
their hands stand at the gates and 
richly dressed Manchus may be seen 
going in and out at any hour of the 
day. The viceroy’s palaces are of mod- 
érn construction. They are immense 
one and two-story buildings, sur- 
rounded by. walls twenty-five feet in 
neight. They are of chocolate-colored 
brick, well constructed, and are among

A Look Over WMukdenr. 

I should like to give you a view of 
great Drum Tower 
which cuts the two main streets at 
one corner. This tower is about one 
hundred feet high. It rises from a 
sedestal fifty feet wide, through which 
wo tunnel-like roadways cross at 
‘ight-angles. In passing it this morn- 
ng I noticed a wicket gate open, and 
without asking permission I slipped 
in. lL found two flights of stairs with 
high, narrow steps, up which I climbed 
slowl} to a great drum which is hung 
among the pigeon roosts under the 


roof.

We shall have to 
pick our way, however, and must now 
and then jump into the stores to k«@p 
from being crushed by the crowd. In 
addition to the freight carts carrying 
bean cakes, coal, grain and all sorts 
of merchandise, hauled by donkeys 
and mules, single or double or three 
or four tandem, there are innumerable 
pleasure vehicles, great two-wheeled 
cabs without. springs, covered with 
blue cotton, drawn by superb mules, 
which go on the trot. Some of the 
cabs -have outriders wearing white 
hats and red plumes; and now and 
then there is a foreign carriage with 
coachman and fodtman fn livery. ' The 
town has &ome droachkies left by the 
Russians, the horses of which have 
great hoops over their shoulders, 
There are numerous jinrikishas 
brought in by the japanese. There are 
also huge wheelbarrows pushed by 
sweating Chinese, and last but not 
least. I must mention the long three- 
seated buckboard pf the Astcy Hotel. 
This was brought to Mukden by an 
American patent medicine man, and 
for a long time it had the name of 
President Roosevelt painted upon one 
of its sides. It is now the hotel bus, 
and it makes daily trips to the rail- 
road station four miles away. 
Among the Tartars. 

The crowd on the streets is far dif- 
ferent from that of the cities of China. 
These Manchus are not like the small- 
boned sawed-off Celestials we have in 
America, with yellow 
snub noses and eyes which look out 
of button-hole ¢glits in their faces. They 
all have more or less Manchu blood, 
and many 100k like pure Tartars. They 
remind one of our American Indians. 


They are giants in comparison with the} 


people of Canton. I see Many men who 
are 6 feet tal}, with big frames, heavy 
bones and large heads, fastened to 
broad, full shoulders. Their com- 
plexions are more like copper than 
erpeam: their eyes seem wider. apart 
and their noses are often quite prom- 
inent. They are not unfriendly look- 
ing: and, as a rule, they do not run 
when we point our cameras their way.

built upon soles three times as high as 
the spool-heels used by our ladies, and

Such a shoe igs the badge 
of a lady, for no working woman could 
wear them. Another badge of high 
blood is the long finger nail, protected 
by a sheath of silver or gold to Keep 
it from breaking. 
The Stores of Mukden. 

No one can go through the streets of 
Mukden and not be Impressed by its 
business. There are miles of one-story 
booths, back of which are warehouses 
filled with fine goods. There are streets 
of fur stores and streets devoted to 
the making and selling of silver, cop- 
per and brass. There are innumerable 
peddlers, who go along crying their 
wares, and places where the goods are 
rut out in the open during, the day 
and taken in at night. Some of the 
latter are odd, as, for instance, the 
peddlers selling false pigtails. Each 
of these has a white cotton’ sheet 
stretched taut over a framework of 
bamboo. This leaned against the 
wall of a house where the crowd is 
the thickest. Upon it are pinned many 
long black switches of human hair of 
the length of one’s arm. Each switch 
is divided into three strands, so that 
they can easily be braided together, 
forming a beautiful queue. Many 
Chinese men are inclined to baldness, 
and they buy this hair to braid into 
their few remaining locks, thus mak- 
ing a false pigtail of luxuriant growth. 
Sometimes black silk is used for this 
purpose.

Session Far Advanced. 

In addition to the consideration of 
the McLendon discharge from the rail- 
road commission, the legislature faces 
the prospect of a spirited fight to 
amend the prohibition law of the state 
by annihilating near béer, a bill pro- 
viding fer a tax conference to discuss 
and devise a comprehensive and equit- 
able taxation. system, or a constitu- 
tional convention which will remodel 
the organic law of the state. 

In addition to these big problems 
of legislation, the major part of the 
serious work of the session remains to 
be done.

| UNSATISFACTORY 


Although a change has been made in| 
the proposed inscription for the Ogle- 
thorpe monument to be erected in Sa- 
vannah, even in its revised shape, it 
does not meet with the approval of a 
number of the ladies who were active 
in raising the funds for the memorial 
to the founder of Georgia. 

Representative J. Randoiph Anderson 
introduced and caused to be adopted in 
the ‘house a resolution that, among 
other things, changes the inscription 
for the monument. 

The proposed new 
lows: 

“Erected by the state of Georgia and 
the city and patriotic societies of Savan- 
nah, to the memory of the great sol- 
dier, eminent statesman and famous 
philanthropist, General James Edward 
Ogiethorpe, who, in this city, on the 
12th @ay of February, A. D. 
founded and established the colony of 
Georgia.” 

“This inscription is not suitable and 
the same objection ‘that was raised to 
the first is made now.” said an offi- 
cer of the Daughters of the American 

tevolution and a member of the Ogle- 
thorpe Monument Association 
dey in discussing the Anderson reso- 
lution that passed the house. 

“The prin: objection to this re- 
vised tnsecription is that it does not 
vfve due credi The inscription says 
‘patriotic seciéties in Savannah, when 
as 2 the subscriptions 
were the branches of 
these societies through- 
out the state. The societies in 
other which subseribed such 
-oodiv sums would certainliv have rea- 
to fe slighted with such an in- 
scription on the monument. 

“The movement to erect a monument 
was started by the ladies of two or- 
fanizations. The movement’ spread 
through the other organizations until 
it was supported by the Daughters of 
the Amierican Kevolution, the Sons of 
the Revolution, the Colonial Dames and 
the Sons of the Colonial Wars. These 
four organizations worked in the inter- 
est of the monument and wherever in 
Georgia there was a chapter of either, 
funds were solicited and subscripttons 
were sent to the Ogletherpe Monument 
Association.

Hayes was in herself a woman worthy 
of her race and of her lineage, and, 
‘thoroughly representative of southern 
womanhood in her culture and gragious 
personality.
